DESCRIPTICN OF 2RQJECT

Application 4759 was filed on September 3, 1925 by Grace Osterkamp.

1t proposes an appropristion of 0.6 of a cubic foot per second throughout the
entire year from a spring tritutary to Triunfo Canyon via la Sierra Canyon
in Los Angeles County for domestic purposes on 100 acres of land situste in

Section 18, T 1 S, R 18 ¥, S.b5.B. & ila The peoint of diversion is described

. - &3 being located 859.7 feet horth of and £7.0 feet Vest of the scutheast

'corner of Section 7, T 1 8, K 1B VW, S.R.8. & il., being within the SE‘; of the




SE%-of agid Section 7., The application was protegsted by Thaddeus H. Brewster.

As originally filed irrigation use was included but at the hearing
applicant requested that this use be stricken from the application and it has
been so amended,

PROTEST

Protestant alleges in effect that the waters which the applicant
geeks to divert contribute to the flow of the spring from which he Lag been
using water for more than 20 years last past and‘that therefore'any diver-
éion made by applicant as proposed would deprive him of water to which he is
lawfully entitled.

He also alleges in effect that the spring from which the applicant
proposes to divert is not situated in the SE of SEf of Section 7, T 1 5,

R 18 W, S.B.H. as described in the application but upon the NEE of SE; of
8aid Section 7 which is owned by him.

A?plication 4759 was completed in accordance with the Water Commis-

sion Act and the quﬁirements of the Rules and Regulations of the Division of
" Water Rights and beinz protested was set for public hearing in accordance with
Section la of the Water Commission Act on August 23, 1928 at 9:;30 o'clcbk &.m.
in Room 1026 Associated Realty Building, Les Angeles, Califorris, Of this
hearing applicant and protestant were duly notified.

PHYSICOGRAPHY AND HYDROGRAPHY

The gpring from which the applicant seeks to appropriste is located

in La Sierra Canyon at the junction of two small draws, one of which enters

the cenyon from the east from Camstro Pesk and the other from the south.




The spring itself is not developed and is covered with lcose rocik.
It is very small, the wet ares being about = or 2§ feet in diameter. |

The spring from wiich the protestant obtains his supply is iocated
in the same canyon about six or seven hﬁndred feet below the proposed point
of diverzion of the azplicant and lower in elevation by shout 70 or 8C feet.

Durinz pericds of Leavy rainfall and immediately thercafter there
is water flowing on the surface between the two springs but ordinarily the
canyon is dry with the exception of & series of Iive or six intermediate water
 holes or springs near the head of the canyon which are avout 10 to xC feet
dpart. At times these water holes are connected by a small trickle ot rater.
but during the dry season there appears to-be no water flowing between them.
At a point frem 70 to 150 feet below end liorth of the proposed source of di~
version the water disappears entirely and does nct reappear again until 1t
is brought to the surface by a sandstone dike at the protestant's springz.

About 50 feet below the lower spring Lr. Brewster has constructed
a short ditch or cznal about 12 feet deep and nas exzcavated & catoh basin
ebout ten feet square from which water is diverted through several plpes
the largest of which is two inches in disméter and 90 feet long throusn woich
water is conveyed to m small distributing reservoir 20 feet by 50 feet and
% feet deep.

It would sppear that the present amount of water develcyed % toe
loier spring was apzroximately £,00C gallons per day salthough at a sreater
expense a larger anount could be developed.

acquired under a homestead entry September 18, 1915,

Esch year protestant spends & portion of his time on this property
end has planted about one acre of land %o orchard, garden truck and blackberries.
To irrigate the orchard and crops he hes developed as much water from his spring
as could reasonably be expected without going to a great deal of expense. The
blackberries are located at a higher elevation than the rest of the crops and
in order to pump the water to them, he has installed a hydraulic ram waich is

aperated only when there 1is gufficient water flowing from the spring for this

purpese. The water is used also for domestic purposes.
In addition to this use lir. Brewster supplies 300 gallons per day )
t¢ Mr. Streshly, a neighbor of his and to whom he has sold some of his property.
Mr, Brewster has defeloPed abcut £,000 gallons per day all of which
he claims to have appiied %o peneficial use.

It appears that ir. arewster proposes to gell more land snd con-

templates the location of sbout 100 cabin sites. If the plans of the protest-
ant msterialize it would appear that the future needs of the rrotestant would

be sbout 20,000 gallone per day based upon an average need of =00 gallons per

day per lot.

Pegtimony presented at the hearing wauld appear to ifndicate that with
the spring completely deveioped there might be as much as 65,000 galilons per day
developed at the upper spring in which case there wonld appear ¢ ve a;yroixi-
mately 45,000 gallons per day aveilable for the use of the app.isact c¥erl and

above the future requiremenis of the protestant.
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At the hemring it was admitted by epplicant*s attorney thet the
amount of water nemed in the appiilcation, nramely 0.6 cubie foct per second or
approximately 387,800 gallons per dsy, was apparently an error and he sizni-
fied his willingness to have it amended so as to meei whatever requirements
might develop at the hearing.

Under date of October 15, 1928 the applicant advissd this cffice
that it was understood that the amount which might be available from the
spring was nearer Q.1 cubic foot per secend than 0.6 cunpic foot per second
whicﬁ was the amount appiied for but rather than to request that the appiica-
tion be amended it was desired t¢ let the app.ication remain in its present
form with the understanding that this office had the power to "scale down".

DISPUTE OVER LCOCATICH CF SPRING krl. willCH
APPLICanY SZEES 20 LIVZIRY

According to the notes of the originsl survey of the east line of
Section 7, T 1 8, K 18 %, S.B.B. & i. made On lovember £, 1836, the east
querter corner of the said section fell on a boulder 9 x 6 x &4 feet above -
the ground. Upon this boulder a cross was placed marking the exact corner
from which & live oak tree £4 inches in diameier bore South 0° 35" VWest 15
links distant marked 1;4 S.B.T. No other trees being within the limits a
mound of stone was raised West of the cormer having a base of two feet and
being 1% feet high. |

The protestant claims to have seen this boulder with the crouss on
it and tnat its location places the spring on the east side of the section
line and upon his property. He claims that several years ago the cross was
removed presumably by somecne wio wished to change the peosition of the line

but that s boulder still exists which has alweys been considered the corner.
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This boulder measures 6 x 7 x & feet high and he claims is in a direct line
with the other established corners, In the immediste vicinity of this boulder
he clalms there are two blazed trees.

Recentlyrthe Sounty of Los Angeles.made s gurvey of the esast iine'
of Section 7 and not being able o rind the gquarter section corner as de~
seribed in the goverrment field notes a new quarter gection corner was ar-
bitrarily fixed by the County Surveyor for county purposes only.

The Seaboard Engineering Company of Los Angeles in surveying the

_applicantt's property tied its survey into the line established by the County
of Los Angeles and as a result of this survey the spring appears to be located
about 27.%3 feet west of the section line on applicant's property.

As it appeared that the guecstion of the location of applicant's pro-
posed poinﬁ of diversion courld only be settled by having ancther survey meade,
it was agreed by both parties at the hearing that within five days thereafter
they would get together and agree upon a surveyor who would msxe & new survey
and estebliish the east and north lines of the scutheast quarter of the south-
east quarter of Section 7, T 1 8, R 18 W, S.B.B. & ui. and that the results of
" this survey would be'accepted as conclusive evidence as tc the location of
- the spring from which applicant seeks te¢ apprOpriate.. At this time the
examiner also requested that the spring be located by the surveyor,

On September 18, 1928 this office received a stipulation from the
parties st interest waiving the agreement at the hearing and stipulating in
place thereof--

1. That the corner found by the Zounty Surveyor and.designated
as the southeast corner cf Section 7 is the true southeast cor-
ner of Section 7.

2. That the survey of the Seaboard Engineering Company is tied
to said corner anc that the lccation of the srring is south of

s line drawn east and west through a point 1300 feet north of
gaid southeast corner of gald Section 7.
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This stipulation however still left the point undecided as to whether
or not the spring was located on the applicant's property and uncer date of
September 22, 1928 tﬁis office asked that the parties get together rremptly in
the appointment of a surveyor who would make the survey to determine the lo-
cation of ithe north line aznd the east line of the SEj of the SE; of saié sec-
tion and the location of the spring with respect thereto, andi that the results
of the survey be shown upon a piat which would bve furnished to this office at
the earliest practicable dete.

Mr. Brewster was unsable on account of lack of finances to carry out
hisg ﬁart of the agreement and consequently the survey has not been made and
therefore this office has no altermstive but to proceed in its decision with
this metter of the location of the spring unsettled.

o | DISCUSSICH

| It is with reluctance that this office takes action on the applica-
tion without having the location of the source of the spring definitely decided.
The applicaﬁt is ready and willing at any time to cooperate with the protest-
ant in the matter of having the east line of Section 7 resurveyed dbut as pro-
tegtant is noet in s position financially to0 stand his éhare of the expense in
having this matter cleared this office cannot but assume that the survey of thg\\

//hSeaboard Engineering Company is correct until satisfactory evidence is produce?,)
by the protestant to the contrary.

A As stated above there would appear to be with proper development
more water availsble for appropriation. Just what this amcunt may te is a
metter of conjeciure but irom the statement of a witness for the protestant

himself to the effect thet with proper development there might te 65,000 gal-

. lons per day available at the proposed point of diversion taere would appear




to be at least 45,000 gallons per d=y available for the use of the applicant.

Applicant proposes to utillize the water for damesiic and incidentel

irrigation purrcses on cabin sites which are to be located on the area de-

seribed in the application. There are ore aundred acres 4o be so subdivided.

On the fasis of six lots per acre and ¥00 gallons per day per‘lot which 1s
the tustomary allowance of the Division of Water Lights in such cases appli~
cant would reculre apgroximately 0.20 cubic foot per second,. and tna permit
e
ghould oe limited sccordingly.

Application 4708 for a permit %o appropriate water having baen
filed with the Division of Water Hights as above steted, & protest having
. been filed, a public hearing having been held; and the IDivision of Water
Rights now being fully advised in the premises:
